belongs exclusively to the school age. It is played under 
tbe best conditions and to the best advantage to the Qjayers 
when the gaine stands solely for school rivalry in snort. 
What lias hurt football more than anything else has been 
the feature of public exhibition. Nearly, if not quite, all the 
so-called evils of latter-day football How from this exhibi- 
tion feature. 

First of all, the complaint of professionalism never 
would be heard if it were not for the tremendously in- 
creased publicity of the game, for professionals under normal condi- 
tions could have no hand in a purely academic si>ort. 

The game has been developed with a view to the perfeciion of 
certain principles. Where formerly 22 players were extended aloti^ a 
line of 30 yards, that number now are concentrated in a space oi seven 
yards. The consequence is that a scrimmage, involving the bunching 
of a large number of players, looks formidable to the spectator, who 
thinks that some damage much surely result from such a tangle. There 
is nothing that the senator likes so *e!l as to witness a long tackle 
in open field, but there is nothing that is really more dangerous, where- 
as the player in a scrimmage has a better chance to protect himself.

The stock of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, which popularly Is believed to 
he lodged in the hands of a very few 
men. is as a matter of fact held by a 
gi eat many individuals. The inter- 
est in the coinpeny of the Rockefellers, 
of H. H. Rogers, and of the other 
gcen whose names are Intimately con- 
aected with the Standard Oil company, 
la naturally very large, and among 
them they actually hold a controlling 
Interest, but they by no means own alt 
the stock. When the books were 
closed for the dividend which was paid 
en September 15. the list of stockhold- 
ers contained between 4,000 and 1,100 
names. Large blocks of the stock are 
held by capitalists In no way directly 
associated with the company. Scarce- 
ly a day passes that some estate does 
not present Standard Oil stock for 
tiansfer to individual heirs. These 
facts in regard to tbe distribution uf 
Standard Oil stock are given on au- 
thority. I'robatdy few people In Wall 
street or out of It have any idea that 
the list of stockholders oi the com- 
pany contains more than a few huu- 
elred names at most. In many cases 
the stock has been held for years, aad 
when bequeathed has been held by the
